IN RECENT REPORT TO JESTER 


The American Red Cross IB mere- 


ly an expression of man's willing- 
ness to serve his fellow man In 
time of need. Because of the cit- 
izens' contribution of funds, time 
and effort, the Red Cross Is able 
to perpetuate the ideal of nelghbor- 
Hness which Is an Integral part of 
the American character. It Is the 
volunteer service that makes the 
Hed Cross a vital force In com- 
munity living. 
In view of the fact that the an- 
nual Red Cross 
campaign 
for 


fundj is now In progress In Navar- 
re county, a resume of the organi- 
zation's outstanding activities dur- 
ing 1947, ae reported to the govern- 
or of Texas recently, 10 
outlined 


here and gives emphasis to 
facts 
that have often appeared in the 
headlines, 
Natural disasters and fires were 


among 
the 
catastrophes 
that 
brought Red Cross aid to 
Texas 


during the past year. Although dis- 
aster struck in almost every month 
of the year, April waa by far the 
most catastrophic with the Texas 
City explosion topping any other 
single tragedy. 
In aiding nearly 


9,000 persons 
made 
homeless or 


left without adequate resources of 
their own, the American Red Cross, 
to date, has expended more than 
one million dollars. 


Tornadoes, added their destruc- 
tive blight to the state's misfor- 
tunes en six occasions, the 
most 


widespread and disastrous 
being 
those which were recorded as the 
Texas-Oklahoma Panhandle torna- 
does of April, 1947. The American 
Red Cross aided two hundred and 
nine families to regain their nor- 
mal standard of living after the 
tornadoes had left widespread suf- 
fering.
